Unfortunately,  he 
absconded  from  there  before  treatment  could  be  completed  and  was 
later  picked  up  by  the  police  in  another  part  of  Hampshire.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under 
40  years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin)  type 
vaccine  which  is  easier  to  administer,  especially  to  children.  It  is 
important  to  ensure  that  the  highest  possible  acceptance  rate,  especially 
among  young  children,  is  maintained.

Diphtheria.  Tetanus  & Whooping  Cough  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  triple  Antigen  which  contains 
antigens  of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  reduces  the 
number  of  injections  necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when  the 
infant  is  about  three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a 
single  vaccine,  produce  a greater  protection  to  each  disease  than  they 
would  if  given  separately.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Supply 

The  piped  supply  in  the  Borough  is  provided  from  the  mains  of  the 
Southampton  Corporation  Waterworks  Department.  Reports  were  received  on 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  127  samples  of  water  taken  by  that 
Department  during  the  year.  Both  raw  waters  and  waters  going  into  supply 
were  sampled.  Eight  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
from  public  supply  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough. 

These  reports  showed  that  the  raw  water  was  of  a good  standard  and 
the  water  supplied  to  consumers  was  of  high  bacterial  purity  and  entirely 
satisfactory.  The  quantity  of  supply  has  been  adequate  for  the  requirements 
of  the  area.

Fourteen  houses  and  two  caravans  receive  water  from  sources  other 
than  public  supply.  Fourty  four  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  There  were  five  unsatisfactory  reports 
involving  three  of  the  supplies | these  were  subsequently  reported  as 
satisfactory  on  further  sampling. 


WATERCRESS  BEDS 

Watercress  growing  is  declining  but  is  still  one  of  the  small 
industries  in  the  Borough. 

All  cress  is  grown  in  water  obtained  from  bores.  Five  samples 
were  taken  from  various  bores  and  the  results  showed  the  water  to  be 
generally  of  a high  standard  of  purity. 
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SWIMMING  POOLS 


The  Public  Health  Inspectors  take  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  the  Council’s  swimming  pool  and  from  the  pools  at  five 
schools  in  the  Borough.  Chlorine  residual  tests  are  made  by  the  Inspectors 
at  the  time  of  sampling.  All  are  open  air  pools. 

(a)  Bo  round  Swimming  Pool 

Attention  is  given  to  the  purity  of  the  water  which  is  circulating 
at  the  rate  of  13,300  gallons  per  hour,  heated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 
Chlorine  residual  tests  are  made  daily  by  the  pool  attendant.  Thirty 
samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Fublic  Health  Inspectors  during  the 
season,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.

(b)  School  Swimming  Pools 

Five  school  pools  were  checked  by  sampling  and  chlorine  testing. 
Fifty  samples  were  taken,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 
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SANITATION 


Approximately  one  hundred  and  twenty  houses  are  not  connected  to 
a main  sewerage  system,  most  of  these  being  in  the  Picket  Piece/Ox  Drove 
area.  The  clearing  of  blocked  drains  and  fittings  is  treated  as  a public 
health  service  and  738  of  these  were  cleared  forthwith  free  of  charge  by 
the  Department's  outdoor  staff.  An  emergency  drain  clearing  service  W£S 
provided  by  the  Public  Health  Department  outside  normal  working  hours. 

(a)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Works 

The  new  Sewage  Works  is  operating  satisfactorily  and  the  final 
effluent  is  within  the  Standard  set  by  the  River  Authority.  Trade 
effluent  control  is  continuing  under  the  Public  Health  (Drainage  of  Trade 
Premises) Act,  1947.  Three  consents  were  issued  in  1973. 

(b)  Public  Cleansing 

The  public  cleansing  services  have  been  maintained  providing  a 
wee  ly  collection  for  domestic  properties  and  more  frequent  collections 
from  trade  premises  and  factories.  j 

The  bulk  container  system  for  the  collection  of  garden  refuse  etc. 
on  the  various  housing  estates  has  been  extended  to  other  parts  of  the 
town  and  has  proved  beneficial. 

(c)  Public  Conveniences 

The  existing  facilities  at  the  Town  Centre,  George  Yard  Car  Park 
and  Suffolk  Road  have  been  maintained.  The  Town  Centre  convenience  has 
attendants  and  wash  and  brush  up  facilities.  Vandalism,  although  still 
occurring,  is  not  a serious  problem  at  the  other  conveniences. 
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SERVICES  UNDER  THE  FOOD  & DRUGS  ACT.  1955 


A.  Milk  Supplies 

1 . Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations.  1963  - 65 

The  Hampshire  County  Council  has  delegated  its  functions  as 
a Food  and  Drugs  Authority  to  An dover  Borough  Council  in  relation 
to  the  licensing  of  dealers  and  processors  and  the  supervision  of 
milk  processing  and  bottling  dairies.  There  was  no  milk  processing 
plant  operating  in  the  Borough  in  1973. 

(a)  Licences 

Dealers  are  required  to  hold  licences  to  use  the 
appropriate  designations  in  relation  to  milk  sold  by  them. 

The  designations  are  Untreated,  Pasteurised,  Sterilised 
and  Ultra  Heat  Treated.

Four  samples  of  milk  were  taken  after  delivery  to 
schools.  All  were  satisfactory. 

(c)  Untreated  Milk

There  is  now  only  one  producer/retailer  in  the  Borough 
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bottling  untreated  milk.  The  premises  and  methods 
of  production  are  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Untreated  milk 
is  produced  from  cows  which  have  passed  the  Tuberculin 
Test. 


(ii)  Samples 

Two  samples  of  untreated  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination.  Both  passed  the  Methylene  Blue  test, 
and  were  reported  as  negative  for  Brucella  Abortus. 

(d)  Sterilised  Milk 

A small  quantity  of  sterilised  milk  is  distributed  in 
the  Borough,  having  been  processed  and  bottled  in  other 
districts.  Two  samples  were  taken  and  satisfied  the  Turbidity 
Tost. 

(e)  Ultra  Heat  Treated  Milk 

All  six  samples  that  were  taken  passed  the  prescribed 

test. 

2.  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations.  1959 

These  regulations  deal  with  the  registration  of  dairy  farms 
and  dairy  farmers,  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms  and  distributors 
of  milk.  They  also  regulate  conditions  under  which  milk  is  treated, 
stored,  end  handled,  provisions  with  regard  to  the  infection  of  milk 
and  protection  against  contamination,  provisions  relating  to  the 
cleansing  and  storage  of  vessels,  utensils  and  appliances  and  the 
conveyance  and  distribution  of  milk. 

(i)  Registration  of  Distributors 

Thirty-two  distributors  were  registered  in  the  Borough  in  1973. 

(ii)  Milk  Bottle  Cleansing 

Six  washed  bottles  from  the  producer/re toiler  of  untreated 
milk  were  taken.  All  were  satisfactory. 

(iii)  Prosecutions 

During  the  year  six  complaints  concerning  milk  purchased  in 
the  District  we re  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee.

C.  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations.  1970. 

Regular  inspections  of  food  premises  continued  during  the  year.  The 
following  table  shows  the  number  and  types  of  food  premises  and 
inspections  made.  Eight  hundred  and  ninety  three  visits  were  made  to 
food  premises,  excluding  stalls  and  vehicles.  Co-operation  continued 
to  be  given  to  the  inspectors  in  most  cases.

The  Council  provides  a continuous  refuse  collection  service  throughout 
the  operation  of  the  market j two  men  and  a refuse  vehicle  being  employed 
for  this  purpose. 

Stall-holders  selling  open  food,  other  than  fruit  and  vegetables,  are 
required  to  provide  the  stalls  of  the  vehicle  or  caravan  type  raised 
off  the  ground,  with  an  integral  floor.  All  preparation  and  selling  is 
carried  out  from  inside  the  stall  and  food  exposed  for  sale  is 
additionally  protected  by  transparent  top  and  side  screens. 

Stalls  selling  fruit  one  required  to  bo  screened  on  three  sides  and 
the  top. 

In  consideration  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Council,  Exemption 
Certificates  from  the  requirements  of  Regulations  15,  16  and  17  are 
held  by  ten  food  traders. 

Frequent  inspections  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
co-operation  by  the  traders  was  generally  good.

4.  Improvement  Areas 

Action  was  completed  in  1973  under  the  powers  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1964,  in  the  two  Improvement  Areas  declared  in  January  and  July, 

1968.  The  six  month  periods  allowed  for  further  action  on 
Suspended  Improvement  Notices,  commencing  five  years  after  the 
declaration  of  each  Area,  lapsed  in  1973.  There  were  two  of  the 
original  tenants  in  Vigo  Road  and  one  in  South  Street  still  unwilling 
to  have  improvements  carried  out.  None  wished  to  move  to  Council 
accommodation  and  as  all  were  elderly,  the  Council  decided  not  to 
serve  Final  Improvement  Notices. 
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The  achievements  in  these  two  Areas  have  been  well  worthwhile. 
These  powers  are  no  longer  available,  having  been  repealed  and 
replaced  by  the  General  Improvement  Area  procedure  of  the  Housing- 
Act,  1969.  The  final  results  in  the  two  Areas  were  as  follows

The  year  was  one  of  the  worst  in  recent  times  for  local  need  housing, 
with  no  completions  of  new  houses  or  flats,  and  only  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  a start  on  the  Old  Winton  Road  site  of  59  houses.  The  cost  of 
private  housing  and  peak  interest  rates  added  to  the  waiting  list  many 
applicants  who  might  otherwise  have  been  able  to  purchase  houses  or  flats. 
These  conditions  have  reduced  the  number  of  existing  Council  tenants 
vacating  Council  accommodation  to  purchase  houses. 

A large  number  of  Town  Development  houses  were  vacant  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  and  these  and  all  the  new  housing  completed  were  taken 
up  by  an  unprecedented  demand  from  existing  industry  and  now  firms  moving 
to  the  town.  Apart  from  the  number  of  small  firms  taking  occupation  of 
unit  factories  on  the  Portway  Estate,  the  main  housing  for  new  firms  was 
provided  for  employees  of  Abbot  Birks  and  Company;  W.  J.  Hubbard  (Ascoli 
Limited);  Gunn  Graphical  Industries  and  the  Unit  Trust  division  of  the 
Trustee  Savings  Bank.  No  new  contracts  were  placed  for  Town  Development 
housing,  but  completions  for  Area  7,  King  Arthur’s  Way,  and  Area  8,  Roman 
Way,  increased  the  total  of  Town  Development  houses  and  flats  to  2,431  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  A balance  of  65  units  await  completion  at  King  Arthur’s 
Way  and  132  at  Roman  Way.

Tenants  were  re-housed  from  the  Eastfield  Road/Adclaide  RoakL  C.P.O. 

Area  and  the  site  made  available  for  future  Council  housing  development. 
Occupants  were  re-housed  from  the  clearance  area  12-26  (even)  Albany 
Road;  the  area  being  redeveloped  privately,  and  also  from  Oak  Tree  Terrace, 
East  Street  - part  of  the  site  of  a proposed  car  park. 

The  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  prepared  plans  for  modernisation 
of  all  the  187  pre-war  Council  houses. 

Local  Government  Re-Organisation 


The  Housing  Manager  and  Deputy  Housing  Manager  were  appointed  to 
similar  posts  with  the  Test  Valley  District  Council  and  a new  Housing 
Department  is  being  formed  for  the  new  Authority,  which  will  be  something 
of  an  inovation,  since  none  of  the  other  three  constituent  Authorities 
previously  had  Housing  Departments,  although  staff  in  other  departments 
carried  out  normal  housing  management  functions.

This  Act  provides  for  all  controlled  tenancies  to  be  converted  to 
regulated  tenancies  by  stages  between  1st  January  1973  and  1st  July  1975, 
irrespective  of  whether  or  not  they  are  in  good  repair  and  provided  with 
the  standard  amenities  (provided  the  dwelling  is  not  subject  to  formal 
slum  clearance  action).  Fair  rents,  fixed  by  the  Rent  Officer,  will 
talce  into  account  the  state  of  repair  and  amenities  provided.  The 
first  "band"  of  dwellings  affected  were  those  with  a ratee,ble  value  (as 
at  31st  March  1972)  of  £60  or  more  and  subsequent  "bands”,  of  lower 
rateable  values,  come  into  rent  regulation  at  six  monthly  intervals. 

Although  the  Qualification  Certificate  procedure  is  still  available  to 
landlords,  applications  have  reduced  in  number  as  applicable  dates  for 
rent  regulation  have  arrived  for  successive  bands  of  rateable  value. 
Landlords  may  now  apply  directly  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  registration 
of  a Fair  Rent  without  obtaining  a Qualification  Certificate  from  the 
Council.

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MEAT  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


(a)  Slaughterhouse 

The  Public  Abattoir  ceased  to  operate  at  the  end  of  October  1973. 

The  slaughtering  contractor,  who  occupied  the  abattoir  under  a 
twenty-one  year  lease  due  to  run  until  1988,  wished  to  surrender 
the  lease  and  negotiations  on  the  terms  for  surrender  were  under 
way  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  promises  are  to  be  offered  for 
lease  for  any  appropriate  industrial  purpose. 

(b)  Meat  Inspection 

Four  thousand,  two  hundred  and  six  animals  were  slaughtered  and 
all  were  inspected  by  the  Meat  Inspector  or  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
The  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  carried  out  all  meat  inspection  except 
when  relieved  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  holidays  etc. 

Meat  Inspection  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  detailed 
instructions  in  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  and  all 
carcasses  passed  as  fit  were  stamped  with  a stamp  identifying  the 
Council  and  the  Inspector. 

( c)  Condemned  Meat 

Voluntary  surrender  of  all  meat  found  to  be  unfit  is  obtained  and 
this  is  retained  in  a separate  condemned  meat  room  until  collected 
by  a reputable  contractor  who  deals  with  it  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations. 

(d)  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 

The  Temple-Cox  or  Cash  captive  bolt  type  humane  killer  is  used 
at  the  abattoir  for  the  larger  animals.  Pigs  and  sheep  are 
stunned  with  the  Electrolethaler.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to 
ensure  that  animals  are  slaughtered  without  pain  or  suffering. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  of 
slaughtermen.  Two  applications  for  licences  were  granted.  No 
contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  or  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  Regulations  were  noted  during  the  year  and  no  action 
by  the  Council  was  necessary.

There  is  one  poultry  processing  establishment  in  the  Borough  of  Andover. 

The  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors  carry  out  inspections  of  suspected 
birds  put  aside  by  experience  spotters.

Post  mortem  inspections 
were  by  an  experienced  spotter  and  there  were  very  few 
rejected  birds.  Regular  checks  by  a Public  Health  Inspector 
were  also  made.

The  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  appointed  as  Inspectors  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act.  Three  hundred  and  six  premises  were  on  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  yearj  ono  hundred  and  ninety  seven  of  which 
received  a General  Inspection  end  two  hundred  and  ninety  visits  wore  made 
by  the  Inspectors.  Fifty  contraventions  were  found  and  fifty-one  remedied 
during  1973.
